Effective immediately, the Bureau is instituting 
a coordinated Counterintelligence Program (Cointelpro) 
directed against klan-type and hate organizations. Offices 
receiving copies of this letter are instructed to immediately 
open an active control file, captioned as above, and to 
a ssign responsibility for this program to an experie nced 
an3 imaginative Special Agent who is well versed i n 
investigat ion of hate and racist-type organization s and 
their membership. 


The purpose of this program is to expose, disrup 
and otherwise neutralize the activities of the various Kl a: 
and hate organizations. their - leadership and adherents . 

The activities of these groups must be followed on a. 
continuous basis so we may take advantage of all oppor¬ 
tunities for counterintelligence and also inspire action 
in instances where circumstances warrant. The devious 
maneuvers and duplicity of these groups must be exposed 
to public scrutiny through the cooperation of reliable 
news media sources, both locally and at the Seat of 
Government, We must frustrate any effort of the groups 
to consolidate their forces or to recruit new or youthful 
adherents. In every instance, consideration should be 
given to disrupting the organized activity of these groups 
and no opportunity should be missed to capitalize upon 
I organizational and personal conflicts of their leadership.

- Offices participating in this program who have 
investigative responsibility for Rian organizations should 
specifically comment in the initial letter to the Bureau 
regarding "Action Groups." As these offices are aware, 
these groups have been described as the relatively few 
individuals in each organization who use strong-arm tactics 
and violent actions to achieve their ends. Often these 
groups act without the approval of the Klan organization 
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Commencing 1/1/65 and every 3 months thereafter, 
each participating office should submit to the Bureau a 
status letter covering the prior 3-month period, including 
comments under the following captions: . 

1. Potential Counterintelligence Action .^l 1 


If necessary, a 4th caption "Miscellaneous 
may be utilized for additional comments. 


Recommendations for counterintelligence action 
should not be included in 90-day status letters to the 
Bureau but following the initial analysis due 10/15/64, 
should be submitted individually by separate letter. 


All Special Agent personnel responsible for 
the investigation of Klan-type and hate organizations 
and their membership should be alerted to our counter¬ 
intelligence plans relating to these groups. Counter ¬ 
intelligence action directed at these groups is intended t< 
complement and stimulate our accelerated intelligence 
investigatlons^ Each investigative Agent has a responsi¬ 
bility to call to the attention of the counterintelligence 
coordinator suggestions and possibilities for implementing 
the program. You are cautioned that the nature of this 
new endeavor is such th at under no circumstances should 
the -existence of the prograiu_be_made known outside the

The Atlanta Office is requested to check its files, 
particularly informants files for the period around April 30, 
1900, and secure any Information which would show any weakness 
or misconduct of SHELTON which caused him to be released. It 
is known, of course, that E; L. EDWARDS is deceased. 

The Bureau has requested that prompt attention 
be afforded to Counterintelligence Program.

Investigation is being conducted concerning 
ROBERT MARVIN SHELTON. The Atlanta Office has been 
requested to ascertain why E. L. EDWARDS, now deceased, 
ousted SHELTON from his then position of Grand Dragon of 
the U. S. Klans. A copy of the article appearing in 
the "Birainghaa News" for April 30, 1960, entitled "SHELTON 
ousted froa Klan Post," has been obtained. The article did b7C 

not disclose the exact nature of the charges against 
SHELTON. Records of the Alabaaa Secretary of State reflect \ 
that SHELTON was dropped as the Klan's authorized agent * 
and was replaced by Rev. ALVIN HORN of Talladega, Alabaaa. 

E. L. EDWARDS, Imperial Wizard, U. 8. Klans, Knights of 
the ku Klux Klan, was quoted as saying "We had to have 
a grand dragon in Alabaaa and we didn't have one in 
ROBERT U. SHELTON." He told reporters that SHELTON was 
replaced as grand dragon and agent of the "Klan" in 
Alabaaa "for conduct unbecoming a Klansaan and atteapting 
to use the organization for selfish purposes." The 
article said EDWARDS did not elaborate on what is considered 
conduct unbecoming a Klansaan. 


Informants are being contacted for any information 
of a derogatory nature concerning SHELTON. Discreet inquiries 
are being aade in Tuscaloosa concerning his financial status. 
In view of recent inforaatlon froa the Bureau no request is 
being Bade for a aall cover on Shelton or the united Klans.

As the Bureau is aware, sane few months ago several 
individuals, who had been active officials and/or dedicated 


members of the National States Rights Party (K8RP), left 
the NSRP. They are trying to form and make a going party 
of the American States Rights Party (ASRP) with its head¬ 
quarters in Birmingham. 


Since the group pulled out of the NSRP, both 


the ASRP and NSRP leaders have been belittling, berating 
and making extremely derogatory remarks concerning each 
other. Both groups are using the same mailing list, 

(the N8RP*s list), which the ASRP group obtained before 
pulling out of the NSRP, and they disseminate their 
derogatory remarks in the literature they distribute. 


The Bureau has also been advised that GEORGS

<fn a confidential basis to a few trusted, reliable newsmen 
(established SAC contacts), concerning the NSRP, the ASRP 
and the ANP for the purpose of possibly causing further 
disruption of sny unified actions or working arrangements 
between these groups. Such newssen may be used to contact 
the leaders of one group to inquire about or confirm something of 
a derogatory nature reportedly made by some leader of one of 
the other groups. 


Birmingham also contemplates working closely 


with other law enforcement agenciea to see that any 
activity of such groups are knova, covered and where 
considered desirable, the group will be made cognizant 
that their activity is known.

It is noted this letter lists as one of the target organizations, 
as No. 7 on page 2, the Independent Klavern, Fountain Inn, S. C. 
Since this organization is no longer active or in existence, it 
is suggested it be deleted from this list. 

Since the major organization in Charlotte Division 
is the United Klans of America, Inc., of which Birmingham is 
origin, a copy of this letter is being designated to Birmingham 
for information. 


The following represents the consensus of Charlotte 
Agents familiar with Klan activity* 


1. Disruptive activity should not be undertaken at 
a particular Klavem, as a general rule, unless there is 
sufficient well established informant coverage to be able to 
tell the effect of the action when instituted. Such action 
would probably serve to “tighten up“ the organization and make 
it more difficult to get an informant in thereafter. 


2. It is considered doubtful that newspaper publicity, 
of only a generally unfavorable nature against the Klan organi¬ 
zation, is effective In reducing new applicants or causing any 
large number of present members to drop out. The “Charlotte 
Observer," which has wide distribution throughout North and 
South Carolina, published in August and September, 1964, a series 
of articles, copies of which were sent the Bureau by Charlotte 
letter of 9/15/64. These articles ridiculed the United Klans 
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CE 157-281 


of America, Inc., in North Carolina, and published both photoB 
and names of a number of members. 6o far as has been learned 
from informants, this had very little adverse effect upon the 
organization. It was alleged that two to five members were 
discharged from their jobs, or warned about continuing member¬ 
ship, but the identities of these alleged persons is not known. 
North Carolina Grand Dragon JAMES R. JONES has stated, both \/ 
publicly and privately to informants, that this publicity was 
very valuable to the growth of the organization. One Informant 
reported that the day after the articles published his name as 
a local leader, three persons contacted him and applied for 
membership, stating they had not previously known whom to contact 

It is considered that publicity of this type generally 
deters from joining only those persons who would not be 
Interested in joining in the first place. It is believed that 
a large proportion of those persons who are potential members 
are seeking status and recognition, and publicity is no deterrent 
to them; it makes them feel important and members of an Important 
group. 

The major apparent effect of the series of newspaper 
articles referred to has been a tightening up of security, and 
refusal of leaders to allow newspaper photos of individual 
Klanamen to be taken at public rallies. 

3. Disruptive activity, wherever possible, should be of 
a nature which does not expose the fact that the Bureau, or the 
"Federal Government", is behind the activity. It is believed 
that open action, to a large extent, can backfire and create 

resentment and sympathy. It must be remembered that Klan '- . 

membership, in many sections, does not by any means carry the 
odium that alleged Communist membership or sympathy doea in 
alMost any section of society.

4. Along this same line, there is probably no point in 
trying disruptive activity, at least not at this stage, on a 
local Xian group Which is small, inactive, and peaceful. Any 
such activity which is not completely discreet and concealed 
would likely have the effect of stirring it up. 


5. By letter of 9/26/64, Charlotte furnished the Bureau 
a sample of a lapel pin which was adopted at the Imperial

Klonvocation of United Klans of America at Birmingham on 
9/5-6/64. This is to be sold to members for $2 each and 
there is apparently considerable demand for it. Since it is 
not apparent to the unitiated that it has anything to do 
■with “the Klan," it is expected that members will wear it 
openly as a secret recognition signal. If it does become 
widely adopted and worn, consideration should then be given to 
giving widespread publicity to the fact of what it represents. 

This should have the result of discouraging some persons who 
do not want their Klan membership publicly known. 

6. It is considered that possibly the most effective 
way of discouraging membership, or causing existing members 
to withdraw, is to establish that someone in the organization 
is getting rich off it, or embezzling the proceeds. Charlotte 
is endeavoring to develop information along these lines, but 
nothing specific has yet been developed. 

7. The following are suggested tactics that appear 
useful on a selected basis against individual Klanamen, 
particularly those whose employers might object to their Klan 
membership t 

a. Anonymous letter or phone call to the employer 
telling of the Klan membership. 

b. Enter on behalf of the member a subscription to 
the "Fiery Cross," United Klans of America publication, and have 
it mailed to his employment. 

c. When a particular member is away from home at a 
Klavem meeting, have a female phone his home and indicate he 
was to meet her and is late. This might have the effect of 
making it difficult for him to got away from home at night 
thereafter. This should be limited to particular individuals 

who are considered potential ones to stir up trouble in a Klavern.

9. "Action Groups.” No particular such groups, given 
to violence, are known within Klan organizations in Charlotte 
territory. As the Bureau is aware. United Klans of America has 
instituted what it calls "Security Guards," who wear military 
type uniforms and have military ranks. These function at 
public rallies for the purpose of keeping order, watching for 
"spies," etc. It is expected that if violence is undertaken, 
these will probably be the ones to do it, but no such under¬ 
takings have been learned. 

Specific individual recommendations for counter¬ 
intelligence action will be submitted by subsequent letters as 
developed.

The Birmingham file on ROBERT M. SHELTON (BH 105-560) 
has been reviewed. A letter has been directed to St. Louis 
to secure details of his Air Force record. A copy of the 
Birmingham News on 4-30-60 has been obtained. It should be 
noted that the article in this issue pertaining to the ouster 
of ROBERT M. SHELTON as Grand Dragon of Alabama for the 
U. S. Klans only states that E. L. ED WARDS, ndw dece ased, 
removed SHELTON and replaced him with] because 

SHELTON was guilty of conduct unbecoming a Klansman. A 
reporter asked Mr. EDWARDS to explain this, but he did not 
elaborate on what he considered conduct unbecoming a Klansman. 
EBWARDS said, "We had to have a Grand Dragon in Alabama and 
we didn't have one in ROBERT M. SHELTON." EDWARDS also stated 
SHELTON attempted to use the organization for selfish purposes, 
but he did not explain this statement either. The Atlanta 
Office has been asked to review its files about the time of 
April, 1960, and attempt to clarify this matter. 


In view of recent information from the Bureau, no 
consideration is being given to placing mail covers on mail 
to SHELTON or the United Klans. A memo has been disseminated 
to all Agents to contact informants for information as to any 
"personal or organizational weakness" of SHELTON.

Since all available information on Shelton is now 
contained in the files at Birmingham it is requested that this 
file be reviewed at Birmingham and that recommendations be 
submitted from the Birmingham Office. 

As concerns paragraph two(2) of this relet information 
available to Agents of the Tuscaloosa RA is that Shelton is ^ 
employed full time by the United Klans of America,Inc. KKKK ' 
at Tuscaloosa,Ala. as Imperial Wizard. During the recent 
National Klonvocation at Birmingham information was submitted 
by the Charlotte Division as to dues being increased with 
additional fees being given to Shelton. No information has 
been received as to any other source of income being r eceived 
by Shelton.

On November 26, ll>57, a source advised that the 
United V?hi to Party (UWP) was organized at a convention 
bold in Knoxville, Tennessee, lie November 10, 1957, issue 
vl the "Greenville Piedmont," a newspaper of Greenville, 
South Carolina, reported "the recent formation of a new 
politics’, party to be known ae the United White Party." 
According to the article, the party was formed at a recently 
hold meeting in Knoxville, Tennessee, at which many klansmen 
were represented. The UWP was reported as being opposed to 
all "race mixing organizations and individuals." 


The July, 1958, issue of "The Thunderbolt," 
seif-described as the "Official Racial Nationalist Organ of 
the National States Rights Party" (NSRP) reported that rank 
and file "States P^ighters" had merged with the UWP under

From Melvin Sexton, Imperial Kligrapp 

The purpose of this release is to set at rest false implications and fraudulent statements made in an 
unsigned letter of June 5,1967 purportedly from a “National Intelligence Committee’ of the United 
Klans of America, Inc., copies of which have been and are being distributed by one George F. Dorsett, 

That unauthorized and clandestine publication indicates among other things that Imperial Wizard Robert 
M. Shelton is suspended and that I am to assume the duties of Imperial Wizard. 

The general public should be informed that Mr. Dorsett has not been a.member of the United Klans 
of America, Inc. since April 18,1967, at which time he ceased to be a member under the rules, regula¬ 
tions and By Laws of the United Klans of America, Inc. He was forcibly expelled because he had vio¬ 
lated our regulation in that he as a National Officer had recommended and engineered the membership 
of one James S. “Catfish” Cole in a North Carolina unit of the Ktan knowing at the time that the said 
Cole was not eligible for membership in the Klan because of his former indictment and conviction for 
the incitement of the Cherokee Indian Tribe of North Carolina to riot, and his subsequent sentence in 
the North Carolina penitentiary for this felony, as well as other bad conduct in Ms background. 

There is no “National Intelligence Committee’ in the organization of the United Klans of America, 

Inc., and if there were such a committee the Imperial Wizard himself would be the chairman thereof 
under the rules and dogma of the organization. TMs is not the first time that such a publication as the 
letter of June 5, 1967 has been traced to Mr. Dorsett. As his other and former publications have proved, 

Uiis particular communication, unsigned and almost untraceable, is completely false and fraudulent in its 
implications and statements. 

Imperial Wizard Shelton's term of service has not terminated or been suspended and he will continue 
to serve as Imperial Wizard pursuant to his lawful election, and 1 will not, of course, assume any duties 
of the Imperial Wizard. Moreover, I am not even eligible to succeed to the office of the Imperial Wizard 
upon said office becoming vacant for any reason, such right of succession being vested in the Imperial 
Klaliff or Vice President of the United Klans of America, Inc. Likewise, the Grand Dragon of North 
Carolina, J.R. Jones, has not and will not relinquish his office and will continue to serve until Iris success 
sor is duiy elected and qualified. 

In connection with the foregoing, it has been recommended by members of the Imperial Council that 
this entire matter , including false and fraudulent letters sent through the United States Mail by former 
members of the United Kians of America, Inc. be turned over to the Federal Bureau of Investigation and. 
United States Postal Authorities for investigation and possible prosecution for violation of the criminal 
laws of the United States. It is my understanding that a mail fraud conviction could carry a sentence up 
to five years.
